BRUTAL STEP IN 
HUNGARY IS GOOD 
MOVE FOR NAZIS 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Germany's seizure of Hungary— 


a move which is partly military and 
partly political—is smart tactics, 
although it's a typical Hitlerian act 
of brutal ruthlessness against a 
country which has served the Axis 
veilIt is a logical step in the Nazi 
dictator's preparations for the final 
defense of 
v his inner fortress, to- 


wards which he is being steadily 
driven 


Oi its political side it's calculated 


to terrorize the Balkans and un- 
happy little Finland into sticking 
to the sinking ship. It ought to 
have the opposite effect, if horse- 
sense prevailed among the satellites, 
since it's fresh proof that the 
Fuehrer will sacrifice them to the 
lust man. 
However, fear rather 


than reason has been ruling them. 
Their future attitude will depend 
heavily on Russia's further progress 
into the Balkan peninsula. 


Guarding: Oil Fields 


From the military standpoint Hit- 


ler is aiming at two prime objectives: 
(1) He is establishing a barrier 
across the great Danubian gateway 
into his inner fortress, and (2) he 
is providing himself with a base 
from which to defend the Balkans 
against the onrushing Red Armies 
and to keep his allies in line. 


One highly important aspect of 


the situation is, of course, the vital 
necessity of protecting Rumania's 
Ploesti oil fields. This represents 
Hitler's sole source of natural oil, 
the rest -being laboriously made 
synthetically. His oil barrel is dan- 
gerously low, and without lubrica- 
tion neither his war industries 
nor his military machine can con- 
tinue to run. 


Another point is that he must 


provide refuge for the host of sol- 
diers in his shattered army on the 
Russian southern front. Some of 
these are now fleeing into Bess- 
arabia in an effort to reach Ru- 
mania; others are struggling in the 
Red traps, and still further forces 
are cooped up on the Crimea and 
•will have to be transported by air 
or by sea to Rumanian ports. 


Danube A Life-line 


Hungary is the logical point for 


Hitler's operations in southeastern 
Europe. Not only are there prime 
rail connections with Germany and 
with the Balkans, but the great 
Danube river forms one of the most 
important communications on the 
continent. Small craft can travel it 
from the Black sea clear into the 
Reich and there cross by canal into 
the Rhine which will take them to 
the North sea. 


This Danubian route becomes 


doubly important to Hitler now that 
he has lost the rich agricultural 
lands of the Ukraine upon which he 
banked to keep his people well fed. 
There still remain the endless wheat 
and corn fields of Rumania and 
Bulgaria for him to draw upon, and 
the Danube provides transport for 
tins and other products. 


Thus the Danube comes pretty 


ilose to being Germany's life-line. 


Revolt May Come 


The Balkan crisis is in a state of 


flux. Beyond the fact that Hitler 
has occupied Hungary with troops, 
reports are confused. 


There are indications that some 


Hungarians are trying to revolt 
against the Nazi gangster. It's pos-

Speaker For Lodge 


John W. Hewitt, trust officer of 


the Gettysburg National bank, was 
the speaker Tuesday evening at the 
regular meeting of the Gettysburg 
Odd Fellow's lodge at the organiza- 
tion's home on Chambersburg street. 


Speaking, on "Trust or Fiduciary 


Business," Mr. Hewitt pointed out 
that "the right to make a will is 
not a God-given right but was con- 
ferred by an English statute in the 
early part of the 13th century.

it was pointed out, and great in- 
creases have been made in the 
amount of farm machinery in use. 
Because of the shortage of labor 
innumberable changes have been 
made in storage of feeds and 
similar articles to allow famers to 
handle increased feeding problems 
with less manpower. Use of feed 
carts and similar equipment on a 
number of county farms has in- 
creased the efficiency of feeding and 
handling feeds.

Similar increase in farm efficiency 


has allowed comparable time sav- 
ing in other farm work and has al- 
lowed one man in many instances 
to do the work formerly done by 
two. Greater economies in labor will 
have to be effected during the coin- 
ing year however, "Mr; Hartman 
warned, with labor scarcer this year 
than it has been at any time in the 
history of the county.

Dr. W. E. Keepper, professor of 


land economics at the Pennsylvania 
State college, visited 190 farms in 
eight counties as part of a study and 
found that despite a three per cent 
decrease in labor supply between 
1942 and 1943, the amount of work 
done on the average farm increased 
one per cent. 


More Work Ahead 


About three-fourths of the. farms 


visited owned tractors in 1943, one- 
fourth of which were added or re- 
. placed during the previous three 
years. About half of the farms had 
hay loaders. One-third of the farms 
had milking machines. Tractor cul- 
tivators and plows also were widely 
used. 


Despite the increases in farm ef- 


ficiency the amount of work to be 
done by the individual farmer will 


be increased. Mr. Hartman assert- 
ed. "If we are to meet the goals 
of food production set up by the 
government not only must farm ef- 
ficiency be increased, but the farm- 
ers themselves must spread their 
services over longer hours per day. 
We found that out last year and this 
year the labor shortage will be even 
worse."

APPRECIATION—IN TIM E! 
One of the fine books created by 
Henry D. Thoreau was his "A Week 
on 
the 
Concord 
and 
Merrimack 
Rivers." 
But when it appeared no 


one bought it! After a time the pub­ 
lishers wrote to him and said they 
needed the space that the edition 
took and wanted to know what to 
do with the books. 
Thoreau told 
them to take them out of their 
cellar and send them to him. 
In a wagon they came—706 unsold 
copies out of 1,000. And the author 
had to pay for them himself—which 
took a long time. 
Said Thoreau: 
“They are some tiling more substan­ 
tial than fame, as my back knows, 
which has borne them up two flights 
of stairs to a place similar to that 
to which they trace their origin.” 
Of the remaining two hundred and 
ninety and odd, seventy-five were j 
given away, the rest sold. 
Humor­ 
ously Thoreau commented that out 
of a library of about a thousand j 
volumes he 
was 
the 
author 
of 
“nearly nine hundred volumes." 
Viewing this pile of books that 
reached nearly as high as his head. 
Thoreau wrote in his Journal: ‘‘This 
is authorship; these are the work of 
my brain." Nevertheless he went to 
work again, taking up his pen “with 
as much satisfaction as ever.” Iron­ 
ically, each single volume of this 
book is worth today sufficient to 
have kept Its author, at that time, 
in food and keep for at least a 
year! 


Can anyone measure what ap­ 
preciation at the right time would 
have meant to Thoreau? Why do we 
leave off praise until the worthy one 
is asleep in his grave? I thought of 
this when the praise flowed from all 
over the world when news came to 
the death of Ray Clapper. Of course, 
he was greatly beloved and admired 
by all who knew him in life, but how 
it would have warmed his heart 
I 
had those fine things been said 
about him while yet he lived. 
Appreciation is like a rare pearl 
as a gift. 
But it must be given in 
time—while yet its recipient lives 
and can take it to his heart.

BigksrriUc, Pa, 


LIME CRUSHING 
PLANT ERECTED 
NEAR FAIRFIELD 


The first lime crushing plant in 


western Adams county has been 
completed about a mile east of 
Fairfield by Thomas R. and George 
W. Gingell, Zora quarry operators. 


Built on a lime stone quarry wliich 


has been inactive for the last 18 
years and which is believed to be 
nearly a century old. the new plant 
has been operating for the last two 
weeks and will deliver its first agri- 
cultural pulverized lime in the very 
near future. 


Only similar plant in the county 


is the one operated by George 
Adams, near New Oxford, and lime 
from the nc~ plant 7,-ill be dis- 
tributed by the Gingells with the 
company operating an automatic 
distribution truck that will cover the 
fields with the lime at the direction 
of the farmer making the purchase. 
While it takes twice as much pul- 


verized lime than burnt lime to 
properly cover a field lower cost of 
the pulverized product and the fact 
\ that It does not need to be slaked 
makes it more desirable in some 
instances than burnt litnc. it was 
pointed out. 


The old kilns at the Gingell 


quarry near Fairfield are falling 
down and were last used 18 years 
ago. it was stated. The quarry was 
operated last in 1926 when,it was 
open for two years to provide stone 
for a road being built in Adams 
county.
